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30th  ANNUAL  REPORT 

of  the 

Morpeth  Victoria  Cottage  Hospital 

and  District  Nursing  Association 

for  the  YEAR  ENDING  31st  MARCH ,  1927. 

1  he  Hospital,  under  the  capable  management  of  Miss  Howitt, 
continues  to  fill  a  very  useful  place  in  the  town  and  neighbourhood. 
The  total  number  of  cases  treated  has  been  211,  of  which  72  were 
surgical,  16  medical,  14  dental,  29  accident  and  80  minor  accident 
cases.  The  daily  average  number  of  patients  has  been  3.5.  These 
cases  have  come  from  the  following  places  and  show  that  the  town 
and  country  both  share  in  the  benefits  of  the  Institution  : —  Morpeth, 
Netherwitton,  Gallowhill,  Low  Angerton,  Stannington,  Pegswood, 
Lo.ngwitton,  Whalton,  Scots  Gap,  Cambo,  Rothley  Crag,  Hartburn, 
Ewesley,  Longhorsley,  Rothbury,  Felton,  High  Espley,  Throphill, 
Lough  House,  Stakeford,  Annfield  Plain,  Choppington,  Lyneirjouth, 
Middleton  and  other  places, 


Patients’  payments  have  ranged  from  nothing  to  £5  per  week, 
the  latter  sum  having  been  given  voluntarily.  Gifts  of  all  kinds  are 
continually  received  at  the  Hospital  and  the  Committee  desire  to  thank 
most  gratefully  the  kind  donors.  The  annual  Pound  Day  was  the 
opportunity  for  many  generous  friends  to  contribute  and  we  received  no 
less  than  450  pounds  of  goods  and  £9  13s  in  cash. 

The  children’s  fancy  dress  ball  organised  by  the  Mayoress,  Mrs. 
J.  Wilson,  proved  a  wonderful  source  of  revenue.  Other  generous 
contributions  were  received  from  the  following  :  —  Messrs  Swinney

Morpeth,  Mitford  Church,  Hartburn  Parish  Church  and  Meldon  Parish 
Church.  All  the  sums  from  these  sources  appear  in  detail  in  the 
Financial  Statement. 

The  Committee  deeply  regrets  to  record  the  deaths  of  Miss 
Hannah  Nicholson,  who  had  collected  for  the  Hospital  since  1899, 
and  Mrs.  F.  Halls.  Our  collectors  this  year  have  had  rather  an 
uphill  task  on  account  of  trade  depression  and,  although  the  collections 
show  a  considerable  decrease  from  last  year,  it  is  not  due  to  lack  of 
zeal  on  their  part.  We  desire  to  thank  the  following  ladies  who 
have  so  kindly  done  this  necessary  work  for  us  : — Mrs.  A.  Brumell, 
M  iss  K.  Hopper,  Mrs.  Tighe,  Miss  D.  Scott,  Mrs.  I.  Armstrong, 
Mrs.  Jos.

The  committee  have  much  pleasure 
in  appointing  two  new  Governors,  the  Mayoress  and  Mr.  T.  D.  Shaw, 
both  of  whom  fulfilled  the  necessary  conditions. 

The  district  work  continues  to  be  very  satisfactory  under  Nurse 
M  ason,  who  does  her  work  in  a  quiet  and  efficient  way.  She  has 
had  93  surgical  cases  and  138  medical  cases,  paying  in  all  3,824 
visits.  This  includes  800  out-patients. 

Mrs.  Rayne  still  very  kindly  manages  the  Milk  and  Beef  Tea 
Fund,  which  patients  in  the  district  appreciate  highly. 

We  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  we  still  have  Nurse  Aitken 
doing  the  maternity  work  in  the  town.  Her  address  is  69  Newgate 
Street.  She  has  attended  122  cases  and  paid  1,547  visits. 

The  Committee  desire  to  thank  Mr.  Charles  Webb  for  acting  as 
Treasurer  and  preparing  the  Financial  Statement.
